Trapper Dalziel arrived in the 
city Monday evening in a Canadiar 
Airways plane, piloted by Don Law 
son, after several weeks in the 
north, during which time he spent 
a week in the Nahanni river coun 
try trapping marten 


MAY FREIGHT SUPPLAES 


The new law allows a trapper to 
use a plane to freight his suppli 
to his base camp but not to use the 
aircraft in travel from the base to 
out-camps or in covering the trap- 
line 

“I only use the plane for flying 
to my base camp and bringing my 
furs out.” Mr. Dalziel said, ‘1 cover 
the trapline on foot. This law doe 
not affect my operation What the 
government is really afraid of | 


having a lot of planes in the trap- 
ping country, used for covering 
large ranges of “trapline so that 
they would out-trdp the Indians.” 
About a month ago the trappe 
flew into his regular trapping 
grounds, the upper Nahanni river 
country, from Fort Simpson, cor 
tinuing from there to Mayo, Yukon 


and coming out by way of Arctic 
Red River and Fort Normat 
“The government maps aren't 
quite accurate over a large part of 
that country,” he said. “They show 
about 450 miles from Simps r
